was movin g in to its fin al stages. Near week’s en d 
James Marlow, of the Associated Press staff, was 
writin g that a republican majority in either the 
house or the sen ate or both could tie the han d s of 
govern men t for the n ex t two years. 
The public 
has forgotten that the con gression al reorgan ization 
bill will govern the d eliberation s of the n ewly- 
elected 80th con gress—which takes office n ex t 
Jan uary. In practical results, an d in en tirely d is­ 
passion ate spirit, Mr. Marlow Frid ay wrote: “Here’s 
what a republican majority in the house would 
mean : Republican s would elect the head man (the 
speaker of the house). Republican s would become 
chairmen of all committees.

The politician , especially those politician s seek­ 
in g election or re-election to con gress, will brush 
this m atter of con gression al con flict asid e.

The d istin guished American historian , 
Allan Nevin s, whose ’ America At The Cross Road s,” 
was a Pulitzer prize win n er, wrote that the last 
American con gress was d omin ated by the chief 
folly of in action .

said , was so vital to world recon strution that the 
eyes of man kin d was fashion ed upon its govern in g 
bod y (the 79th con gress.) 
Yet that recon struction 
con gress ad journ ed in m id -July, after on e of the 
most abortive an d d isappoin tin g session s in all its 
history . . . On e reason is that con gress was more 
in terested in the con gression al election s of 1946 . . . 
Con gress failed miserably d urin g the OPA battle. 
The labor situation was fumbled an d mishan d led . 
Nothin g was d on e to give the coun try an y sort of 
level bttween price ad van ces an d wage ad van ces.”

which is the on ly practical result that could come 
through republican victory in gain in g con trol of 
con gress.

Back of his proposal was the id ea that there could 
be n o large overturn s half way through a four- 
year ad min istration , resultin g frequen tly in serious 
paralysis of govern men t by settin g a house con trol 
by the opposition party again st an ex ecutive of the 
other party.

in 1941, at which tim e he was 
known to governm ent investiga­ 
tors only as the m ysterious "B ill,” 
whose nam e appeared on cap­ 
tured spy docum ents w ritten in 
invisib le ink.

Lau was 
arraigned yesterday 
b efore Federal Judge Simon Rif- 


kind on the espionage charges and 
b ond w'as set at 150,000. 
Nine m em b ers of the Ludwig 
spy ring, which planned to send 
to Germ any Inform ation on con­ 
voy movements, location of arm a­ 
m ents and m ilitary inform ation, 
were sentenced in M arch, 1942 to 
a total of 132 years in prison. 
Ludwig him self received 20 years, 
the m ax im um ailowe ’ b y law. 
The FBI said Lau had “b een 
operating a hosiery b usiness in 
A rgentina during tfie w ar and 
also had an office in NeW York 
City as a front for his activities 
in 1940 and 1941. 
Lau has b een

BERLIN—( A P)—More than 2,- 
000,000 Berliners will cast their 
first free v ote in 14 years Sunday 
in a m unicipal election which is 
being watched closely by the al­ 
lied powers as a yardstick of G er­ 
man choice between the eastern 
and w estern concepts of dem oc­ 
racy. 
The election will be held under 
the p recautionary v igilance of the 
four allied occupying powers to 
ensure that the v oting is secret 
and fair. 
East, West Issue. 
Lt. Col. Louis Glaser, chief of 
the political affairs branch of the 
American 
m ilitary gov ernm ent's 
Berlin district, said the election 
issue clearly w as draw n between 
the east and west. 
This was p articularly true, he 
said, because Berlin was the one 
Germ an city w here the citizens 
hav e experienced and been in a 
position 
to judge the 
different 
k inds of dem ocracy and gov ern­ 
m ent for which the allied powers 
stand. 
“G erm any ultim ately m ust m ak e 
a decision in this resp ect.” he 
continued. 
“The Berlin v ote, es­ 
tablishing such a decision, will 
hav e great influence upon the ul­ 
tim ate destiny of G erm any and 
therefore upon the political des­ 
tiny of Europe.” 
Ration Cards Stam ped 
There are 2,319 ,061 v oters eligi­ 
ble to cast ballots for a city coun­ 
cil and borough councils, slated to 
serv e for a period of two years. 
W ith the p opulation unbalanced 
by w ar losses, 63.5 p er cent of 
the registered v oters are women. 
Discov ery 
that

num ber of 
G erm ans had receiv ed authoriza­ 
tion to v ote in more than one 
place prom p ted the allied powers 
to order ev ery v oter to lak e his 
ration card to the polls and hav e 
it stam ped w hen he casts his bal­ 
lot. 
Ten inspection team s, with a 
rep resentativ e from each of the 
occupying powers will superv ise 
the v oting and tour the cap ital to 
m ak e spot check s. 
Voting for v arty 
The v oting will be for p arty, 
not for indiv iduals, and v oters 
cannot “sp lit” their tick et. 
Their 
choices will lie between four p ar­ 
ties—social 
dem ocratic; 
socialist 
unity (an am algam ation between 
the com m unists and 
the social 
dem ocrats 
in 
Russian-occupied 
territory); 
the C hristian dem o­ 
cratic union and the liberal dem o­ 
crats. 
Berliners hav e receiv ed assur­ 
ances from the allied k om m an- 
dantur, composed of the four al­ 
lied com m andants of the city, that 
in the eyes of the allies all p ar­ 
ties are eq ual.” 
Col. Frank L. Howley of P hila­ 
delphia. director of the American 
office of m ilitary gov ernm ent for 
Berlin, said in a statem ent to the 
Germ an press today:

D iscussed B y G uiom ar N ov aes 


G uiom ar Nov aes, em inent B ra­ 
zilian p ianist, is also a dev oted 
wife and m other. As a w orld- 
fam ous artist who is at the same 
tim e the p arent of A nna M aria 
and 
Luiz 
Octav io 
Pinto, 
she 
speak s w ith authority about the 
musical education of children. 
Ask ed if she believ ed in sta rt­ 
ing a child’s music lessons at an 
early age, Mme. Nov aes replied: 
“That all depends on the child. 
A child who is q uick to learn 
and who is ‘ahead of his age,’ as 
they say, in all his studies may 
tak e up music before the less p re­ 
cocious child. I believ e it is best 
for children to begin the academ ­ 
ic studies first. This teaches them 
how to study and w hat the p ro­ 
cess of learning entails. Also, 1 
think that a child’s first music 
lessons should be in piano, no 
m atter w hat instrum ent he may 
elect to study later. 
Genius Cannot Be Created. 
“As for giv ing a child special 
training 
in 
m usic., well, 
one 
should be sure first that he has 
the req uirem ents of an outstand­ 
ing m usician. A child m ust be 
born w ith genius—for genius is a 
sp ark which may be fanned and 
urged into a blaze, but it cannot 
be created. If the child has this 
q uality, then care m ust be ex­ 
ercised in selecting the p rop er 
teacher, especially for the final 
instructions. Just any good teach­ 
er will not do— a teacher m ust 
be found who can dev elop this 
special tem p eram ent. If the child 
is at his best in rom antic music, 


then the teacher should be one 
who p refers this k ind of music; 
if the child is of the brilliant, 
v irtuoso type, send him to teach­ 
er who p lays in the brav ura style. 
And, of course, the child m ust 
grow up in an atm osp here w here 
a rt in general is rev ered and his 
genius respected and nurtured .” 
“Do you think a young artist 
should at least finish his edu­ 
cation in Europe, Mme. Nov aes?” 
“That is not at all necessary, 
now -a-days. My own education 
was receiv ed in Europe, and at 
that tim e it was best to send a 
youngster 
abroad 
for 
musical 
training. 
Now, 
howev er, 
the 
w orld’s most excellent teachers 
are 
in 
Am erica, 
teaching 
p ri­ 
v ately and in the conserv atories. 
The finest musical p erform ers are 
to be heard here and the m ost m u­ 
sical atm osp here in the w orld to­ 
day, I believ e, is in the United 
States. So you see, here is the 
ideal place to cherish and de­ 
v elop m usical genius. 
“To achiev e success in music 
a child should hav e a good ear, 
ability to study hard and assim i­ 
late q uick ly, an analytical mind 
and a good m em ory. If he has all 
of these— plus the p rop er teach­ 
er—nothing can Tceep him from 
his rightful p lace in the concert 
w orld.”
